Rome, Atig. 11. — King Victor Em- 
mainiel HI. took tho formal constitution- 
al oath to-dny before parliament. The 
senate chamber was bnng with mourn- 
ing draperies. Tho chamber was filled 
with notables. 

During tho ceremony of taking tlie oath 
tho King stood erect and pronounced the 
words in a loud voice. As soon as His 
Majesty had concluded, all present broke 
out into loud acclamations, which lasted 
sovpral niinuti¥:. QMie wholo ceremony, 
concluding with tlie oaths of allegiance 
oC the senators and dcnutiw, was touch- 
iuL' .•uul imposing. 

Thp King tlicn road his address and tlio 
royal party returned to tho Ouirinnl 
tlirougli the still crowded titrocts. th" lU'o- 
ple vigorously sliontim: fur niid clii'-'i'iir-' 
the now King. Tlic King's nddre.s« was 
in i)!irt as follows: 

"My fir.st thouglit is for my people, n, 
thor.ght of love anil gratitude. Tiio ])oo- 
ple ivho wept by tlio ca^kt't of the King 
wlioin tliey lovcil i\ re lironght in oloso 
touch witli mo and they liave demonstrat- 
ed the ra<'ial foundation wliich a libera! 
monarchy lias in the country. From 
tlieso nianifofitations of sorrow, I dr.iw 
the nio.st f.ivorable auspices for my 
reign." 

The burial of the remains nf tho late 
King Humbert will take place at the 
Pnutheon at midnight Sunday. The inter- 
ment will be strictly private.

London, Aug. 12.— (4 a.m.)— The only 
news last night relative to the advanco 
on Pekin was found in a bolitod Tokia 
despatch of August 9, accordiug to 
^vhich, after the capture of Yang Tsun 
on Atigust C, it was arranged that two 
battalions of Japanese infantry, a squad- 
ron of cavalry, a batterj- of mounted ar- 
tillery and a company of engineers 
should marcli on August 7 in advanco of 
the main body of allies aud occupy Tsai 
Tsun, five miles north ot Yang Tsun. 

Other dospatchos merely repeat tlie de- 
tails of tho capture of Yang Tsun. 

One cable message, however, credits 
the Emperor of Korea with giving per- 
mission for the laying of a cable bewtcen 
Taku and Chemulpo. 

A Yokohama detjpatch of the date of 
August 11, says that the Korean govern- 
ment has consented to the despatch of 
Japanese troops to Korea for the purpose 
of providing for the eniergoneies grow- 
ing out of the Chinese trouble. 

Various rumors having their origin iri" 
Chinese souroes are tloating around 
Slianghai. Ouo of theso rumors is to 
the otTect that Prince Tuan and his fol- 
lowers are preparing to le.ave Pekin in 
case tho allies should succeed in getting 
no.ar the capital. 

Speaking at tho Primrose League de- 
moustration at EaglesclifEe, Lord Lon- 
donderry expressed the hope that when 
the allies reach Pekin the first step 
would be the punishment, not as ir tho 
past, of a few siibordinatcn, but of the 
mandarins and others high in authority. 
There, he "was of opinion, all vengeance 
ought to end, 

London, Aug. 11. — ^The Ohiriose minis- 
tor. Sir Chill Chen Lo- Feng'Luli, in an 
interview tn-day said tVy> ministers of 
the powers in decliirng to leave' Pekin 
had undoubtedly roniplicatod tlib situa- 
tion, adding tlint if the allies pushed on 
to the capital it might have tlie effect of 
involving tlie southern provinces in great 
trouble. Only tixlay, the minister con- 
tinued, bo had rocoived the information 
that tlio proposed landing of Indian 
troops at Shanghai had already caused 
gr.avo apprehensions, and there would 
lie an exodus of Chinese merchants. 
If these troops were landed, ho pointed 
out. others of onurso would follow this, 
and great conllicts would result. The 
ininistor also said that if the po^yers 
had adopted his .>;uKgostion and opened 
negotiations with Li Hung Chang, mat- 
ters might have boon arranged. The 
inarch of tho allies on Peliin. Ilie Chi- 
nese diplnnijit further reniarlccd, would 
probably eadangor the foreigners' lives, 
adding that telcgrnms had already been 
roceivi'd showing that trouble liad arisen 
in tliis connection. 

Great Britain, the TJiiitod States aud 
.TaiKin liavo now iipprovoil tho appoint- 
ment of Field Marslijil Count yon Wal- 
<lorsee as eoinniaiider-in-chii>f of the 
allied forces in Chiii.a— tho Uiiiteil 
States and .Tapan unreservedly, and 
Groat Britain conditionally on all the 
other powers agreeing to the appoint- 
ment. 

T.erlin. Aii-r. 11.— The belief still pro- 
vails here that tlio allied forces liavi^ 
not unilertakcn the Pokiii advanco. and 
that the reeont actions at Pei Tsang 
and Yang Tsun were solely ineaiit to 
secure tho strntcgic tenure of Tien Tsiu 
against tho Chinese troojis sent from 
Pekin or from the south, as Yang Tsun 
dominates both railroad and river com- 
luniiieations. The military authorities 
here also maintain that an advance 
upon Pekin with the present forces and 
lacking one ofllcpr in chief command 
would bo oquivnlent to fnihire and onnr- 
mons losses. The foreign office wholly 
distrusts tho relinbilitv of the nqws that 
Li Hung Chang has been itmpowered to 
negotiate for peiico. The German press 
eoincidm therein. 

Tile news cabled here that tlie United 
States is now desirous nf bringing 
about a clear diplomatic understanding 
regarding the inteiulod extent of tho ex- 
jiodition is rooeivcd by tho foreign odlce 
favorably, since tho aims nf the United 
States, viz.. tlie ro-ostablishniont nf or- 
der, tho awarding of damages to Amori- 
eaiis for injury and guarantees against 
the recurrence of similar events, tally 
prooifioly, tlip foreign office declares, 
with tlie Gorman programme. Tt is 
hero surmised, however, that such diplo- 
matic iiegotiavioiis will not iu(H>t tho ap- 
probation of Groat Britain and Russia, 
whose enormous sacrilicos i,. men and 
money owing to the Cliineso troubles 
seem indited worth some equivalent. 
Regarding what are considered here 
Great Britain's designs noon the Y'aiig 
Tso vallev, particularly Shanghai, Ger- 
many will not allow tlieir realization, 
and in this Franco supnnrts Germany, 
and it is lioped tho United States will 
do so. since sueli action contravenes 
tho open door policy. Germany before 
long will have a gnnd-sizod force in 
SlianehnI to checkmate single-handed 
the British schemes there.- The eor- 
rcspondont of the Associated Press 
lioars that a brigailo nf ,'5,000 mm is 
now forming and will proceed to Shang- 
hai for that purpose aud to protect Ger- 
man commercial interests in the Yang 
Tso valloy, notably nt Shanghai and 
Han .Toi, 

Washington. Aug. 11.— It is stated 
officially to-night that the German gov- 
ernment will pay no attention whatever 
to the lotest appeal from China, trans- 
mitted id the form of a memorial' from 
the southern viceroys, begging the 
United States to use Its influence 
against tho landing of British troops ia

St. Votorsburg, Aug. ll.-The Offlcial 

Mossengpr to-day imbliishcs the follow- 
ing: 

"The foreiKii oMce received a tele- 
gram to-day direct from M. de Giers, 
the Uusuiau minister at the Chinese 
capital. The despatch was oyideutly 
taken by a special courier to Tsi Nan 
from the capital of SUaii Timg, and 
was thonce ti'li'^raiihod on August 7 
by the local Yaiucu. M. de Uiers uii- 
nounces that the siege of the legations 
continues. The besieged still have 
some provisions left. The Chinese gov- 
ernment proposes to transmit ministers 
messBKcs and that they leave rekin. 
As thp lainistors had not sulllcieut 
gijaruutec, they replied that they uuist 
receive the permission of tln ii- ti^iv- 
crnmcats before leaving the city. " 

The Messenger then auuoimceH that 
• the Czar's approval hus bcou Kivcii for 
M. de Giers to stai-t for Tiou Tsiii with 
Ma entire stalT and the marine guards, 
on conditions the exiting govoruniout 
at Pekin and the Kniperor afford them 
snre guarantee that the journey can be 
■.undertaken without danger. 

At the same time M. do Giors is in- 
structed to call attention to iho heavy 
responsibility the Chiuose govorniiicnt 
would incur should there be the slight- 
'esl infniutiuii at tho inviuhibility of^thc 
persons urLMimpaiiyiiig liiui to Tien T.sin.

Washington, Aug. 11.— The following 
despatch, conuiiuuicating an additional 
message from Mr. Conger, was made 
public this morning by tho state depart- 
ment;

or any otlier innvcr. Conseiiueiitly the 
.•ipiieal of the viceroys will be ignored. 
It is possible that the i-oniiiiiinieal icMi 
from Minister Wu may be turned over 
to the Uritish governnienl for its iiifor- 
inatioii. on the general frieiiilly principle 
that has been adopted by these powers 
of keeping each other informed on the 
vari(nis (ievelopmeiits in the situation.

RACES OF MEN. 



A correspondent asks if tho Colonist 
was seriotje in raising a queetion as to 
the correctness of the commonly received 
terms for the diviflions of mankind. We 
certainly were serious, the old classi- 
fication of the human family into Causa- 
sianfl, Mongolians, Ethiopians, Ameri- 
cans and MaJays is not now accepted as 
authoritative, and there always wae con- 
siderable difTerenco of opinion as to what 
was meant by it. It was originated by 
Blaumenbach, a writer on ethnology, who 
lived during the last century, and it was 
thought to be an improvement upon the 
old claselficatiou based upon the Mosaic 
account of the Deluge, and tinder which 
men were divided into three families 
named after the eons of Noah. Ouvier 
had suggested a division on general lines 
into three races, which he called the Cau- 
casian, the Mongoband the Negro. Tliis 
never received much acceptance. Pick- 
ering, a naturalist, who flourished in the 
early part of tho present century, 
thought there wore eleven divisions. His 
contemporaries, Bory de St, Vincent and 
Deemoulins, suggested fifteen and six- 
teen divisions, respectively. Agassiz and 
later authorities bavo contoiulod for even 
a greater number. Tho latest writer to 
treat of the sulijcot exhaustively is Pro- 
lessor Ilu.'cley, wiio, in 1S70, suggested 
five as the proper number of types of 
mankind, and he named them Austral- 
loid.-:. Negroids, Mongoloids, Xiuitliocliro- 
ics and Molanocbroics. The Australioids 
ore represented by the aborigines of Aus- 
tralia, tho coolie racee of India and poesl- 
Wy bj- the Egyptians. Tlie Negroids 
embrace the natives of Africa between 
Capo Colony and the Sahara, the natives 
of the Andaman Islands, the Phillipines, 
New Caledonia and Tasmania. The 
Mongoloids are the natives of that part 
of the Old World which lies east of a 
•line drawn from Lnpiand to Slam, the 
Malays, the Polynesians and tho Ameri- 
-can tribes. Tho Xanthocbroics are tho na- 
tives of southern and central Europe and 
in parti those of; eastern Aaia.. TSie 'Mel- 
anochroics are' the ' tieltsi^ ^oblarda, 
Greeks and Arabs. Tbim divisions are 
'based upon stnicturnl dlfferencee, includ- 



ever, obvious that no one any longer riori 
ously contends for Blumonbach's classi- 
fication or believes there is any type of 
mankind that can be called Caucasian 
Mongolian. These exprct<sions liave even 
ceased to have a definite colloquial value 
They never had a legal value. Tills 
a matter of very considerable importance 
seeing that our logislaturo is dealing 
with tho question of Oriental immigra 
tion. It is suflicient to speak in a rose 
lution of Mongolian immigration, for 
every one knows what is meant by it, 
and if any doubt existed reference could 
always bo had to tho report of tho d 
bates or to contemporary happenings 
shoTV to whom the term was intended 
apply; but when it comes to introducing 
such words into legislation, neccf^ity 
once arises for an interpretation clause, 
and probably no definition could bo 
gosted that would not specifically men 
tion nationalities, which is the very thin 
Konght to be avoided by the employment 
of what are thought, though mistakenly 
to be generic terms.

of entry at Skagway. b'our largo 
cerns-T-lhe Alaska Commercial Com 
pany, the North American Trading i*t 
Transportation Company, the Alaska 
Exploration Company, ami tho Soattl 
Yukon Transportation Company— all 
have steamers on the ocean route to St 
Michael, steamers on ' the Y'ukon, and 
trading posts both in .Vlaska and the 
Yukon Territory. If they can close 
Skagway to Canadian goods thoy would 
command tho whole trade of the 
terior, for doubtless the Canadian gov- 
ernment would, in eueh a ease, promptly 
close Bennett to United States goods, 
These great companies would thus 
secure a monopoly ot trade and trans 
portation in the interior. 

It is useless saying that they can 
accomplish nothing. Our correspondent 
points out what the Alaska Coramercia 
Company did in the sealing matter, and 
we must not undorrato what four power 
fill companies, backed by the intluoiico 
of all the cities on the western seaboard 
can accompli.sh. It is dangerous 
permit tho business of the Canadi 
Y'ukon to remain iiiiilor sucb a menace 
any longer than can be avoided. 

Tho conclusion \\\) draw from this is 
that it is till' imperative duty of the 
Briti(-:h Colnmbin government to take 
such steps in connection with the Do- 
minion government as will secure tin 
building of ail all-C^iiiadian line from 
the sea-coast of I?ritisli CoUiinliia to 
the Yukon waters with the Ipast possible 
delay.

The London Daily Telegraph contains 
a letter from Lord Stratheonn, in which 
the wr'ter mentions that the Canadian 
government has prepared a short history 
and a geography of Canada, which will bo 
distributed in as many copies as required 
to all U:e B.heoK ot the United Kingdom, 
and that 'n tac'i sehool a bronze medal 
will be given to the boy or girl who can 
pass the befit examination on Canadian 
subjects. The Telegraph praises this step 
very highly, and in so doing takes occa 
sion to commc-;:t upon the prevailing ig- 
norance in the Mother Country, not only 
among school children, hut among uni 
vorsity men as well, concerning tho his- 
tory, Tct'onrcefi and general cliaracteris 
ics of the Dominion. We quote the con 
chiding portion of it« leader: 

Both for our own country and for Can 
nda it is of advantage that our rising 
gen' ration on tlli^i side of the water 
should knwv what prosiiects lie before 
the intending emigrant, while the colony 
itself will benefit l>y the arrival of agri- 
cultural laborers, who no longer are ig 
norant of what they must expect when 
they reach their nowConntry, but are pro- 
vided with just tho facts and data likely 
to be of material service. For ourselves 
^ve have always pleaded for a due recog- 
nition in our schools of isubjects like 
modern history and geography as of in 
finitely more importance than half the 
curriculum which torments the brains of 
our yiningsturs, and it is n great satisfac 
tion to know that even our ancient uni- 
versities are now increasingly eager to 
promote the study of our colonial history 
which and all those geographical subjects 
for which Mr. Maekinder and others have 
f-o often and so eloquently pleaded. A 
proposal like that of Lord " Strathcona 
will do much to help the good work, be- 
cnuKo it brings in practical fashion tho 
advantage of a knowledge of the Gnn- 
adidn Dominion before our rural schools 
and smaller towns. Nor should we for- 
get that at a time when we are so much 
indebted to our colonies for opportune 
military assistance we ought at least to 
pay them the compliment of acquainting 
onrsolves to some extent with the char- 
acter of their soil and the chief incidents 
in their picturesque annals. 

The observations of the Telegraph are 
timely. There never was a period in the 
history fof the British Empire when it 
was more important that Canada should 
bo well understood in the United King- 
dom, and wc will all join in the hope that 
the exicellqnj;, results will'flojv. from the 
circulation and sttidy of these bbolcs^hat 
Tiiay' be -reasonably expected. If Lord 
Strathcona would include some of the 
ncwsxiapcT; pfflces ip hi^ distribution, lib 
would St 'wise thing. - , - 



A FUTURE LIFE. 



,^Vh<ai.,<,eflft£»cljw;,^Ya3,nsked..itvhie be- 
lieved in a future life, he evaded the 
question by saying: " Seeing that 1 
caunot: toll what will happen to-morrow, 
how can 1 toll what will happen in the 
infinite future V" Solomon has gone 
on record as saying that the day of one's 
death is bettor than, the day of one's 
birth; ho does not add any reason 
fur this rather striking view of things, 
but there are many scholars who claim 
that the Jewish Scriptures in no way 
teach that there is a future life.j Yet 
the Chinese worship their 'ancestors 
which thoy would hardly do if thoy did 
not believe in their existence, and tho 
Jewish belief in immortality, though 
shaken by the teachings of many schools 
at different periods in the history of thi 
nation, seems never to have perished 
Buddha taught that there is a future 
existence. Even Nirvana, with which 
individuality was supposed to end, does 
not destroy the life any more than a 
rain-tdrop is destroyed when it falls upon 
the bosom of the ocean. It is no longer 
a recognizable drop, but it continues to 
exist and play its part in the economy 
of nature. Mohammedanism makes the 
future life its chief claim to the sup- 
port of its adherents. Zoroaster taught 
that there was a future existence, and 
those who follow his tenets to-day are 
very numerous. Christiaiiitj-, as we 
all know, Is founded upon a belief in the 
future existence of the individual. It 
may bo said as a general proposition, 
although like most general proiwsitions 
tlio exceptions to it may be numerous, 
that an active belief in tho future exist- 
once has cbaraeterizcJ all nations in 
the day of their growth and progress, 
and that the gross materialism, which 
teaches that death ends all, has been 
contemporary with their decline and 
fall. True progress seems to have 
ended in China when the teachings of 
Confucius became supreme, and a belief 
in a future existence no longer was a 
vital i)ower in s(M?iely. India has not 
advanced, except whore British inllu- 
enco has been felt, after hope for the 
future ceased to be the mainspring of 
tho lives of the people, an infinite num- 
ber of reclamations . being a hopeless 
outlook. All through tho marvellous 
advance of Christian civilization the 
belief in a future life has been most 
distinctly marked. It alone made 
Christian civilization possible, and so 
far as this civilization is better than 
that of China or India, so far it may 
bo claimed has tho benefieent innuence 
of this fundaniontnl principle of Chris- 
tianity been demonstrated, 

It is a somewhat noteworthy thing 
that in those eirch>s where the prin- 
ciples of anarchy and even ivheiv those 
milder types of revolutionary ideas, 
which threaten to overthrow society, pre- 
vail, there is a growing disbelief in the 
future existence of the individual. All 
over the United States this materialism 
is to be found, and it is destroying that 
feeling of accountability without which 
Christianity and nil the institutions 
which spring from it would have been 
impossible. What is called advanced 
thought, and is really advanced on the 
downward grade, is a sign of social de- 
gradation. It is a symptom of national 
dry rot, which if not arrested will caui-c 
the decay of the whole body politic. 
Depend upon it, the one thing which 
(.'hristonilom needs to-day is a return 
to the simple belief of the past in a 
future existence and personal account- 
ability.

The elialruian said: The Ilrst ohjei-t we 
have In lueetlug you to-day at the ordlnuiy 
iiieetliig of the half year Is to pass a ipso- 
lutlon tor the declaration of a dividend. 
We cannot give you the accounts ut the pre- 
sent tlniB, as you are doubtless aware, he- 
cause they have only Just couie to hand, 
and they have to bo audited; but as soon 
as they have passed the audit they will he 
printed and sent to every ladlvldnal share- 
holder. The result of the half year Is, on 
the whole, satisfactory, becau.so It shows a 
Htiiall luiprovcment ou tho two previous 
half years. That, doubtless. Las arisen 
from an unuuual prosperity— a piogres.-lve 
prosperity— which has attended tho great 
[irovlnce of British Columbia. I trust that 
will contlune, and there Is uo reason to 
fear It will not; hut we must trust that the 
scheme that we shall propose to you pre- 
sently will Increase the chances of that 
prosperity.

The cSalrman then said: Ladles and Gen- 
tlemen having conclnded the ordinary meet- 
ing, I have now the honor to Invite- your 
attention to a matter of great Importamie, 
viz., the nnialgamatlon scheme proposed to' 
your directors by the directors ot the Cfthaj 
dinn Bank of Commerce, and which hcB i'6| 
cclved tlie most ourcful conHlderatlon, 
we have come unanimously to the cOUcliil 
Blon that the acceptance of It will' tend 
greatly to the advantage of both Institu- 
tions. I may here state that, under the pro- 
visiuiu of our charter, your directors have 
full power to carry out this scheme on 
their own niithorlty; but, looking at the Im- 
portance of the proposition they have deem- 
ed it:iin6re',.conslstent. with, their duty to 
you to ask" Von to 'approve it, and, by reso- 
lution,' to" iiuthbrlze your directors to carry 
out the agreement ''already'iiiade, subject to" 



your sanction. The purport of the agree 
mcut has already been .explained in the 
circular of July T last; which has been sent 
to all the shareholders, from whom' In grfeat 
number we have received loyal support. 
The object of your directors Is solely dic- 
tated by the desire to endeavor to meet. In 
some measure, the Increasingly keen com 
petition of tho Eastern Canadian hanks 
and I may mention here that oiir friends 
and correspondents, the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce, have Intimated that, owing to 
their Increasing business la British Colum- 
bia and San Francisco, they will bo com 
polled to open branches In these parts, as 
well as In London, but before acting on this 
course they wished, as our correspondents 
In Eastern Canada, to make the overture of 
amalgamatloB- to us'In the Ilrst place, and 
so to avoid an opposition and competition 
thnt.mlgbt prove autagcjnistic to both Instl- 
tutlon8.'.-^:"We 'have every reason to believe 
that the' business ^of , the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce is conducted on sound banking 
principles, that their position Is one of am- 
ple responsibility and strength, and that the 
management Is well, controlled by n board 
of directors la Toronto of undoubted In- 
fluence, In whom the Canadian public have 
confidence, and who are well supported by 
local Inlluenccs. In some few quarters we 
have received the expression of opinion that 
there seems no hope of greater success In 
our business, and that we are not likely to 
see again the prosperity that attended our 
labors for many years. I think this -Is a 
pessimistic opinion, for we have not lost 
ground In the extent of business of the bank 
and In proof of thls,l may state that since 
the year 1885 -vji have obtained no less than 
550 fresh "accounts;-! The redaced profits 
have entirely arisen from the great full In 
the rates of Interest, and the Increased 
charges, owing to keen competition. When 
the Hank ot British Columbia first started 
business, It was tho only bank In the pro 
vlnce of British Columbia, and rates of In 
terest then ruled Just about double what 
tlie.v now are. The terms on which tli 
nadlan Bank ot Commerce are prepared to 
purchase our bank's business are ou the 
whole, I think, equitable, for wo shall ob- 
tain for the shares of this bank tin? prl 
of £22 per share while In the stock e'xchan 
they were recently quoted at £17 to £18, but 
since the announcement of the proposed 
fusion they have risen to nearly £20. Then, 
again, as regards the liability In case of 
liquidation, the shares ot the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce ' will only be liable for 
£10 per share In place of the £20 now ex- 
isting on the shares of the Bank of British 
Columbia; or. In other words, the throe 
shares of tho Bank of British Columbia 
that are to be exchanged for four shares 
of the Canadian Hank ot Commerce are 
now liable lo the extent of CIH), while the 
four shares of tin? Canudliin Bank of Com- 
merce are only liable for a little over £-10. 
What we ask you to do Is to pass the two 
resolutions given you In the notice of July 
7. The first gives your directors the sanc- 
tion of tho shareholders to the agreement 
between tho two banks, and the other au- 
thorizes them to carry It Into effect; but, 
before the final consummation of the agree- 
ment, the two banks, respectively, must be 
sa—nhed ou u further examination of the 
acconots made op to the latest date, and 
Including tbo taking over of all the liabili- 
ties of the Bunk of British Columbia. I 
may also mention that the proposed ar- 
range with the Canadian Bank of Com- 
mor(<fl will not Involve any change In the 
board or In the staff generally of the Bank 
of British Columbia; the same directors and 
the stair In London and abroad will remain 
as now existing. It Is gratifying to find that 
the scheme has been received very favor- 
ably In the city, and I have had many np- 
|)rovals of the scheme from leading men 
In the connnerclal and banking world. In 
conclusion, 1 may stale that by tho Cana- 
llaii law KDVernlng banks and banking, as 
iimeniled al tlie iircseat session ot the Do- 
minion parliament, certain formalities are 
prescribed to govern transactions ot the 
kind we have eatertMl Into and these for- 
malities will necessllate our calling yon to- 
cellier again later ou. Whatever Is done 
will he done under tho advice and guidance 
of our solicitors, hut I mention the subject 
now In order that you may undcrstaud that 
completion of the urraugcments may occupy 
some little time. You may be assured, 
however, that there will bo no unnecessary 
ilelav In dealing with the matter. I have 
now simply lo say that, to the best of my 
ability, I shall bo prepared to answer any 
qtiesiions that may be put me by any share- 
holder, I now beg to move the first reso- 
lution, 

.Mr. II. J. Gardiner seconded the resolu- 
tion. 

ilr. J. II. Maekay remarked that It was 
hardly fair to ask shareholders to exchange 
three shares worth £70 for four shares and 
cash worth together £liO. The scheme gave 
(be Canadian Bunk of Commerce all the ad- 
vantage of the premium now on the shares. 
Hut In all other respects he thought tho 
proposed amalgnmatlou was desirable. 

Mr. Iloburt Ward and Dr. Drysdale both 
supported the policy proposed by the direc- 
tors. 

Ill repl.v to a lady subscriber the chair- 
man said arrangements would bo made for 
a sto<-k exchange quotation and for the 
transfer of shares In London. 

Mr. II. J. (;ardlner, reiilylni; to the dis- 
cussion, as deputy for the chairman, said 
that Jlr. Ward and Dr. Drysdale had prac- 
tically answered the points raised by Mr. 
.Maekay. Every bargain made mu.st 
allow for advantages to both parties 
to It ami If all the advantage's 
of this proposed amalgamation were held 
by llilH company, the shareholders of the 
other bunk would object. 

The resolution was then carried unani- 
mously. 

Ou the motion of the chairman, seconded 
by Mr. Guy Oswald Smith, the second reso- 
lution was then curried unanimously, 

A vote of thanks to the dialrman, direc- 
tors and staff was moved by Dr. Drysdale 
and agreed to. The meeting then termin- 
ated.

^'anaimo, Aug. 11.— The united bo 
cictioa owned Nauaimo to-day. Strong as 
they are in that city tiie members -were 
vastly swelled by large ropresonUtions 
from the other xjarte of the province and 
the etreeta. as a result were resplendent 
with the regalia and badges and baa- 
ners of the Tarious orders represented by 
the Tisitors. The streets were at times 
almoet bloclied with a seething mass of 
jioliday'-seekiqj; luunanitgr. 

Early In the morning the town put on 
holiday attire, the shops being hand- 
somely decorated with bunting and tiags 
flying from every pole. The neighbor- 
ing Oietricts poured in their contributions, 
and boats and trains unloaded their quo- 
tas from- difitant points, ail athrob with 
pleasure eeekcrfl. From Victoria came a 
train load, nmkin<; together with a crowd 
on the steamer City of Nanaimo, nearly 
n thousand people, while from the islands 
and Vancouver hundreds more had come 
over. The Victoria steamer was some- 
what later, however, than had been ex- 
pected, thus delaying the day's procoed- 
inRs and onlv permitting its quota of 
joiners t') paiticipato in the latter part 
of the procession. 

The procession wae a pronounced suc- 
cess, the various orders Tieing with each 
oihi 1- in the decorations of floats and in 
the turnout of numbeta. 

The Native Sons, Pest 5, headed by 
their band, had In the march ita forty 
stalwarts, each citurrying the flag of the 
Jjjmpire. 

The ISngles had a bandeome float, on 
which the three white goats of Bacchus 
stood, while at. the key of the arch an 
«agle fluttered in unwonted chains. This 
order was distinguished by wearing neat 
white duck jackets and uniform straw 
.bate. . 

St, George's patriotic order followed a 
Icnight in armor, with lance at rest, be-

King and Mnrdiieli taking a supply of iiro- 
visloiiM and going back into the foothills 
toward .Monni St. Klla.s. Illbbard weut 
lo tile Cook s Inlet country, but later re- 
turned to Yukutut, took u schooner this 
.sjirlng and went to Uualaska and from 
there took the Cleveland for - Nome. He 
ii'fi word with a store keeper at Yakutat to 
inform Klug and Murdock where be had 
gone and Just- prcv'lous to leaving for this 
city from Nome on the Oregon received a 
letter with the following details of tlio 
discovery: 

•'We prospected several likely looking 
places during the fall of ISilS, but found 
nothing. We got short of grub, went back, 
got a new supply and started again. 

One day, when we had got about fl.OOO 
feet above sea level, we ran across a can- 
yon i which had formerly been a river bed. 
It looked pretty good and we determined 
to try it. There was no water and we 
were compelled to carry some of the sand 
to a stream seyeral •miles .away to wash 
it out. It turned out. to be, a, pretty iffood 
prospect. 

"One day we made a trip out over the 
head of the canyon, whlch'„<waar blocked 
with Ice about 100 feet tWefc...,I noticed, 
a place at one side which looked like a 
clearing and we made for It. We were, 
surprised to find. an. old rusty kettle, and 

upon rubWng It. a'. little, found It to be 
of coppefti* Tfie wtirkmnnshlp/'Was some- 
what crude, but tt was of practical service. 

"On one side of the clearing we found 
an excaTatlon something like a quarry and 
along one Bide iron several well defined 
veins of ''c6ppsr,i.nlni08t • pure. It was evl-, 
dent that' some early - race had made use 



of the discovery as shown by the crude 
copper articles which lay aroun.1. 

"We both made locations on the copper 
and Intend to develop them If iiosstble, 
but It w^lll take lots of money, being so 
luaeccsslble, I think we will make enough 
money out of the canyon diggings, how- 
ever, to do It. There Is no fabnions sum 
there, Imt we are clearing on an average 
.<UW eacii a day, by packing the sand to 
till' water and washing It ont there." 

In .Murdock's letter there are several 
otlier Interesting statements nliont the 
eoiiiitry, but nothing else concerning the 
discovery of tlio copper mines and the 
fact that llii'y were worked by a race of 
people hundreds of yearn ago. 

lUhtH^rd, wiio Is on Ills way back to Cal- 
ifonila, says he will give the letter to the 
Stanford University for Investigation in 
the Interests of scientists. It Is altogether 
likely that an expedttlon will be. sent up 
to the place If word enu be got to King 
and Murdock.

Paris, Aug. 11.— M. Lepine, the Paris 
prefect of police, has taken sternly in 
hand an annoying evil to which etrangere 
in Paris are bound to submit, trickery 
and over-charge on the part of the cab 
drivers.

tsi'L' oC it almost nothing at all. lu niiiny 
(lernian cities acres upon acrcfi of dentic- 
ly populated areas have been deniolislied 
iJy tlie government in making way I'or 
wide streets ami stately bv.ildings. Hani- 
iliuvg, Kiacp its terrible experience witli 
tile choli>ra. has boon tranwtornied ace- 
thetieally. It hats grown faster than Bos- 
ton, and it is '•more attractive than Par- 
is." Cologne has nearly doubled in popu- 
lation ilnring tlie last "ten years. Ilorlin 
war; snialii'r than I'liiladelpliia in IStiO; 
now it is half a million larger. 

A (ii'mian city is gnvorned by a bnrgoT- 
ineister and a s-tadratli, or, as we should 
nay, a mayor and city eoiincil. The inem- 
luM's oL' tlic conueil arc elected ustially for 
>^i.K years. It is au honor in (lorinany to 
1)0 eleclcil to the goineiiule or sladtrath, 
ami the title is nnicli coveted by scholars 
and priifi'ssional men as well art mer- 
chaiitH and other men of affairs. In Ber- 
lin several of the univtrsity professors 
are ou the council, among them the cele- 
lirated Profeseor Yirchow. -No ealariee' 
are paid to the coiinclllors, and a penalty 
is attached to a refusal to serve, although 
there is no occasion t», inflict - it. ' The 
council selects the major. It desijcrnatcs 
the mayor's expert aesociatcfi, who are' 
the heads of the Various departnumts; 
raises the means for carrying on the gov- 
ernment, and represents in general the 
standards and aspirations of the comrann- 
Jty— the whole authority of the commun- 
ity being in its hands. 

The mayor of a German city is the 
mosi highly trained export in municiiial 
affairs tliat can be secured. lie is some- 
times selected because of his succeivi in 
managing other smaller cities. A mayor 
expects to hold his olUce for life, as do 
altio his expert associates. The salary ol! 
a mayor varies from .'j;7,.")00, .as in Berlin, 
down to about ?2,500. There is no lael; 
of excellent material, and the position is 



niuch sought after for the social emin- 
ence it gives its possttssor. 

The mayor and the council attend to 
almecit everything. The German coucep- 
tiou of city govornnient recognizes no 
limit wliatever to its functions. To the 
German mind a nmnieipality is a groat 
family. It organizes for business and 
social' ends, and the government it selects 
is the means for the accomplishment of 
those ends. It is bound to do everj-thing 
it can to promote the welfare of. its mem- 
bers. For this reason it docs not hesi- 
tate to engage in any kind of business in 
which the public have a direct interest. 

Of course it provides for education, and 
education includes technical edncation. 
Besides the schools for architecture and 
eoinmereo and similar ptirsuits, there are 
ill Prussia alone thirty-five schools for 
paintera and decorators, nine for shoe- 
makucw, twenty for bakers, six for butch- 
ers, and so on. The editor of a well- 
known London paper, in commenting ^ 
cently on some of these facts, concluded i 
his article hy saving: "What other mi- 1 
tiona have to fear is not the milituTy 
strength of Germany, but its indu-^trial , 
development. Its technical schools are i 
turning out a magniliccnt indiisr^ial army 
and in this sphere of knowledge tlu- | 
countries that compete with it must 
quickly improve their skill if thoy are not ; 
to «ee"tbe decline of their prosperity." 

'Many of the principal cities and towiip I 
of Germany have taken the management ; 
of the theatre into their own hands and , 
determined to conduct it independently 
of the one supremo aim of making money. | 

Only the elementary schools are free in j 
neni)'aiiy, and in some parts of the conn- i 
try even in thetie a small tuition fee is I 
reiiuired.

AVitliin the 'last fifteen or twenty years 
nearly all of the central streets of the 
leading German cities have been furnish- 
ed with smooth now pavements, and are 
thoroughly cleaned oueo every twenty- 
four hours at least, iu the night or early 
morning. 

Street railways have uot yet, iK;rhaii6, 
reached the high degree of development 
that they have uttaiued lore. ' But even 
when the street Iranehiscs have been tem- 
porarily sold to private companies, . city 
supervision, extends even to such details 
as tile fixing of lares and the froiiuouey 
of service. One can ride a moderate dis- 
tance on any of them for two and ii half 
cents, and in some places school children 
ride for ouc-tbird the ortlinary fare. 

All careful students of modern lifo in 
cities are agreeil that the housing of the 
poor presents one of the most serious and 
diUicult protileins of our time. In many 
Geru-an cities it is required that one-third 
of every building lot shall bo left unbuilt 
as siiaco for air and light. Also that no 
apartment shall be used for human oc- 
cnp;iucy containing less than a prescribed 
minimum of cubic space for each individ- 
ual or lacking the reqalred pro\-isiou for 
light, heat, and ventilation. 

The whole pri'sent and prosiiective area 
oC tireati'r lierliii i> laid out in districts, 
each of whicli lias already had prescrib- 
ed for it tile kind and chlmicter of the 
houses that may he erected in them . For 
example, in ono district detached villas 
murit be consuucted if t)ie lots are to be 
built oa at all, and these must be of a 
certain size and general character. 

Besides these ways of attending to tlic 
comfort and health of the public, most of 
the German cities have established great 
hospitals for the treatment of infectious 
and contagious diseases. Under the guid- 
ance of Professor Virchow, as a member 
of the municipal government of Berlin, 
such diseases as typhoid fever and small- 
pox ail' fast approaching the point of ex- 
termination. 

! I is also the iwlicy of German cities to 
bring under strict governmental super- 
vi.sioii all articles of ordinary <liet. This 
i<s etspeoially true of the meat supply. Al- 
most everywhere the meat must bo 
shiu.ghtered imiler municipal auspices, 
and public ins])ei-tors are constantly go- 
ing from shop to shop where it is being 
ollereil to the public. It may fairly be 
said that adulterated foods do not exist 
in Germany. The law provide that even 
tlii>se who are ignorant of their nature 
shall he liable to line tind imiirisinimeiit 
i!' they attempt to ex])ose them for sale. 
And this is done when the adulteriition j 
of food is rainpiint in nearly all other i 
civilized lauds. Knglaml obtains au an-' 
iniai ri'veiine of over a million dollars 
from the taxation of iiiUeiit incdicior.-. 
Prussia either forbids their sale alliv 
gi'tiier or makes known ►hwir worthless- 
iicss to the imlilic liy oIliiMrilly lu-oclaim- 
ing their c(nitents under .some stndi head- 
ing as "Warning against patent medi- 
ciiirs." in posters about the town and in 
the daily paiieiv. 

Beyond all (luestion, the care of the 
poor and distresseil in the eitii's of Ger- 
many is su|ierl)ly managed.' It is the 
German ideal, at least, to abolish pover- 
ty. Germans think the present policy tf

For this reason they have inaugurated a 
system of municipal insurance against 
sickness, loss of emplojiaent, and old ago. 

The German cities also do all they can' 
(o encourage small wage-earners and pro- 
tect tlnjse in temporarj- distress. To this 
end they have established a system of 
municipal savings-banks and municipal 
pawnshoiis. The Berlin savings-bank 
system has more thau four linndred thou- 
sand such depositors. In Aachen (,Vix-la- 
Chapelle) it is said that almost every 
man, woman and child has a haul; 'L..)ok. 
These banks pay about llirei- ini cent, 
intert'st ou their deposits, and it is paid 
with the greatest regularity, as the 
funds usually iiivi'sted in government se- 
curities of .s(Miie sort. Many such cities 
as Dresden, Munich, etc., have been en- 
gaged in pawnshop business for over a 
century, and experience has .shown- this 
to be of the greatest practical beneht to 
the poor. The rates are usually two per 
cent, a mouth <ui suiall sums, and one 
Iier cent, on amounts over seven of eight 
dollars. 

I'crliaiis the most noticablo of 
many .spheres of activity of . a typical 
(iermnii city are its public parks anil 
playgrounds. Berlin has about eighty 
such idaces open to the general iniblic, 
Dresden tliirty-tive, Cliemnitz twenty- 
four, and so on. Heidelberg, a city of 
aliout liO.OlM) inhtibitants, has over five 
thousand acres of parks and woodland 
under its ow nership 'find control. Most 
of this area is, of tfbunS^, outside Of the 
heart of the city, but ifis laid ojit with 
line walks and drives, with resting-places 
and good rcfitauraijts af short intervals, 
all under government control.

Canada Should Provide Large 
•'War Reserves" for. ..v;, 
.the Navy. 



'Major-General G.iL "French, command- 
ing the New South "Wales military forces, 
writes oiiUiniug' his schemo for^ colonial 
"War Re^ptts." Hla letter ,priated in 
the Sydffejr ' Morning •'Herald, ' is'iia ■ fol- 
lows; 

"The present war in South Africa has 
demonstrated the fact that the defence of 
tho British Empire iu the future is not a 
question to bo left wholly to the people 
of the British Isles, but that the English- 
speaking people throughout the empire 
are willing to take their share in its de- 
fence, and provide tho men, and possibly 
tho money, therefor, 

"Having had an exporlonce of a dozon 
years in Canada and a similar amount in 
Australia, mostly with colonial forces, I 
would like to make two points clear:— 
(1) It is idle to hope or expect that any 
largo force of Imperial troops paid at im- 
perial rates could be raised in these colo- 
nies for ordinary garrison work or duties 
in peace time. (2) It is equally certain 
that thousands of men can be raised in 
war time, -who ivill engage for the war 
at a fair rate of pay. 

"With regard to the first point, I may 
mention that the minimum rate of wages 
for the laborers on government contracts 
has been fixed at 7s. per diem in this col- 
ony, and it is pretty much the same in 
the other Australian eolouieti. This will 
give some idea of the futility of tittempt- 
iuL' to carry out thi.s matter. 

"The second point is one of the great- 
est possible iinportimce to my mind. Few 
who have not resided in tliese colonies 
during the past six months could realize 
the intense enthusiasm and de.'iri" am-, 
ongst .nil classes to take part in the war;' 
this colony has sent some 2,700 odlcers 
and men and lis many horse.s, and the 
ditlloully was not in finding the men. but 
in having to send away the llionsands 
who could not be taken on. The other 
Australian colonies had a similar exper- 
ien:'e. At the present moment some ,'100 
infiHilry that have been kept in reserve 
here, have oiTcred their services at tho 
imperial rates Of pay rather than not go 
at all! 

"TIh> real w.Ty. in mv opinion, to help 
Obi England to kepi) the Hag ll.ving all 
over the empire is to form 'war resei-A-es' 
in tile colonies — in doing so the special- 
ties of the colonies slioiild he home in 
mind. Thus Oantida. with her 7.">,0f>0 
sailors and nshermeu on the .Vllnntic sea- 
board, .should provide a large 'war re- 
serve' for the fleet, and probably would 
do so if the Admiralty, instead of fram- 
ing cast-iron regulatious suitable for 
Great Britain, would appreciate the fact 
that the most suitable time to carry out 
the training of these fishermen. would'be 
the time of year when they could- carry 
on thdir usual avocations. 



'•Australia;^ on • th? ^ other hand, could 
do little as a 'war reserve' for' the navy, 
but much for the land forces Of all arms, 
but especially the mounted servlcea, I 
have little hesitation' in saying that tho 
finest material for light cavalry of the 
•empire«i8^^to_J)er.found in theso^iColonles, 
■where~the~ordihary daily wort - of the 
bushman is a constant rehearsal of the 
^^r^niff'nf.da'ValrspST^oiJt. - Wo have sent 
Wme'.^B.SOQ'-^mg^tad bushmen to South 
AfriCti: ■ ThereAviis little time for train- 
ing, or for selection of officers or non- 
commissioned ofllcers; but, noverthelesa, 
I am certain that iheso men will give a 
good account of thcm.selve6. But how 
much better if they had been trained and 
properly equipped! 

■ "Now, my scheme, as far as Australia 
is concerned, is as follows: 

"(a) A 'war reserve' of, say, 10,000 
men, largely mounted pien. 

"(b) This reserve, to be formed mainly 
from etncient officers and men who have 
passed through the ranks of the defence 
forces, and who agree to serve within or 
without Australia in war time. The 0,000 
men now ia ' South Africa would give 
this" reserve a good start, 

"(c) Rates of pay on active service as 
for the permanent forces of Australia. 

"(d) A retaining, fee, or reserve pay, of 
£S per annum for dfflcient privates of in- 
fantry, £12 per annum foi: troopicrs of 
mounted corps wlio have horses and>sad- 
dlery fit for service, other Tanks'i3ifi.*;pro- 
portion. -^f 

"(e) 'The requirementa for efllciency to 
involve au annual course of training and 
musketry. ■" . 

"(fj The reserve pay and pay oh active 
service to be paid by the Imperial govern- 
ment. 

"The approximate comparative cost of 
10,000 Australian 'reserves' at £10 per 
annum would lie £100,000; whereas the 
cost of 10,000 regular liritisli troops at 
an average of £lf.O per annum would bo 
£1,01)0,000. As regards the pay on ac- 
tive service, the colonial governments are 
now paying the difference between tho 
imperial and the colonial rates to their 
men in South Africa. They might well 
do so in the future in view of the sub- 
stautial advantage of having 10,000 train- 
ed 'reserves' kept up iu Australia in peace 
time at no expense to them. 

"I may explain that my main reason 
for asking the publication of these sug- 
gi'stions is wltli the view of obtaining 
exiircssions of opinion from those inter- 
ested in the defence of the empire as a 
side in framing the Queensland Defence 
-Vet in 1884, wlien commandant there. 
In ISO-t, wlieu serving in India. I had 
the satisfaction of reading that at a meet- 
ing of the Australian commandants it 
was resolved that a Defence Act for all 
Australia slimild he prepared and bused 
on the Quenslaiid Act. I have now been

"An (>xperience of w quarter of a cen- 
tury in the colonies forces me to the ooii- 
clusiini that sticli a scheme, if foaisiblo, 
would be mutually advautageoTis for the 
colonies and England, and beneficial to 
the grnnd empire in whicli wo live, and 
for which we ought to do our utmost. 

"Now is the time to act. If we wait 
till tho cold fit comes on progress may be 
made impossible.

The city police authorities Luvo ut 
last takeu iictiou towards remedying a 

kiii^ complained uf Kiievauce, nauioly, 
the e.\horliitapt and illi'«;il cliui'ges umde 
by some local hackmuii. 

Tliu action, which hus been taken at 
tlio iiistiiuce of Cliief of Police IvauKley, 
will no doubt prove iniiiieilhitely eflec- 
tual. It coutiists of tlie issuiu.^' of in- 
structions that hereafter ii card con- 
taining the scuie of back chtirges auth- 
orized by law sliall be proiuiueiitly dis- 
l>iayed iti the interior of the hacks, so 
that it may lie easily observed by thu 
patrons of the vehicles. 

.V feature of this scale of charges is 
the fact that abaolutoly uo diHerence 
wliatevi'r is made iu the day and uikIu 
rates— they are both the euiue; and no 
e.vtra clmige AVhaterer can be made for 
buck service during the night. 

That the law protects hack patrons 
to this e-xtcut has been but little under- 
stood iu the past, and as a consequcuco 
some hackmen have been in the custom 
of "cinching" those who had occasion 
to utilize their services duriuf; ilie ni^'lit. 

It has been quite a coimuoii ihiuK— in 
tact it has been the never-rniliuK cus- 
tom—for the hackmen to charge double 
fare to thoee who wishtMl to no to the 
outskirts of the city durinf; tlie evening-, 
claiiuiug that they were entitled to a 
special nigllt rate. As u matter of faijl 
they were not— 50 cents is llie sini:le 
fare between any two points iu the city 
limits at any hour oC tlio day or niglit. 

A serious featurt' of this pernicious 
system of over-cliarjriii!,'. as practised 
by a uiiiiiber of tlie liaelaneii— aside 
fi'-oiii th(> injustice done to local patron^^ 
—is the injury done the city owinu to 
the liad impression taken away by tour- 
ists and other visitors who have been 
imposed upon. 

It has l>een a .•omnioii nci'iirronce for 
some liacluiieii, when tliey thought tiiey 
had an "easy tliiii^'." to charge two 
por.sons comini? from a steamer landing 
at the outer wharf, .?2— just (loul)le 
fart^ tho proper charso beini; but 50 
cents per passenger. 

It can oafiily l>e soon that this prac- 
tice lins done Victori;i Rreat harm in 
more ways than ono. Visitors tlius 
imposed upon will inyarialdy go away 
with the impression that Victoria is a 
most expensive place to live in; and it 
is ominentlj' undesirable that that 
should bo the case. 

'I'lio announcement tliat tlie police 
authorities have taken action iookins to 
tlie suppression of what ir; in every 
sense n gross eril will meet witli very 
neueral approval, porliciilarlv amonu 
those wliose liiisinoss r(Miiiires them to 
l)e in till' city late at iiik'lit. and wlio in 
the past liaye been " milked " iiniiiorci- 
lull.V by tlie hackmen — lieinK cliar>;ed 
for years $1, when .">0 cents was tlie 
re;;ular and au'.liorizeil fare. 

In order tliat the public may become 
posserised at once of the proper amount 
of information on tliis iiiiporlant sub- 
ject, so as to 1)0 forearinril af,'iiiiisl pos- 
sible future attempts at imposit ion, till- 
following is piililisbed. beint; an e.xact 
copy of the ciird.s now displayed l)y 
order of the police department in all 
hacks and other public conveyances:

An important thing for hack pa'rons 
to remember is this fact: Should a 
hacknuiu refuse to accept tiie proper 
fare tendered him— ciaiuiing it is in- 
sullldent— ho is liiibic to prosecution in 
the police court. And, ag-ain, any 
liackman stationed at any of the public 
hackstands, who rid"usi's li> accept any 
fare stipillaleil in tile scale ami perfoi-m 
the si'rvice reipiired b.v llie patron, is 
similarly liable to proseculioii. In the 
Hired Vehicles 15y-Liiw appear the fol- 
lowing clttusoe, which will be read with 
interest in this connection: 

"14. No driver of, or person standing 
or plying for hire with, any sudi 
vehicle as aforesaid, shall refuse, when 
required by the hirer the'reof, to garry 
therein the number of persons nieii- 
lioncd ou the card affixed thereto, or 
any less number, if it be n veliiclo for 
tho carriage of passengcr.^i, or refuse or 
neglect without reasonable oxcuho to 
drive such vehicle to niiy place, within 
six Hiilos of the bouuo;- :y of tlic city, 
to which place ho. is directed to drive 
by tlio person hiring or wishing to biro 
such veiiicle; and no owner or driver 
of any sudi velilcie, or any other per- 
son on liis liehalf, slinil oxact or demand 
from any hirer thereof more than the 
charge allowed by this by-law, unless 
the hiring lia.s extended to some place 
beyond tlie city llinit.s and the hirer has 
fipocially agreed to pay theref'/f at the 
rate demanded. ...

where tlie inhabitants are always short 
of water, except when tlie Nile ri.ses and 
drowns tliemV And the housowito is by 
no incauH the only sufferer; more than 
one respected t.Tx payer has been seen 
patrolling liis potato crop on hit; liands 
auil knees, and laying a train of coal 
oil, fish oil and crude castor oil, tmited 
in one grand blend, witli tlio objei't of 
keeping the catcrpilliirts auiutied aud in- 
terested while tbc roolt; riiien. Amused 
they )iroliabl_v are at .sucb efforts, though 
probably their e.-cpresMioii of countenance 
i.s vcr.\'"serions and. like the licro of the 
penny dreadful, tliey are seldom seen lo 
t^mile, but their interiY^t soon Hags and 
they go at the jintatiies with reiu'Weil 
vigor. It's an ill wind tliat blow.s no- 
body an.y good, ami the chickens of tin' 
fair vale n,'.' Cowichaii are having a good' 
lime; having always been accustomed toj 
be shooed iiml llouncod within an incli ofj 
their lives if they shoved a beak iiisi(l(> 
the garden fence. their astonishment 
was great when the gates were thrown 
open and they were enticed in 'wnth 
trains of wheat and other goodies; but 
they soon got over that and went to work 
to such purpo.se among tho caterpillars 
and tomatoes that in ahont on hour they 
Wore sitting in clumps in the fihnde, their 
bland expressions seeming to say, "Not 
another grub, thank you! PositlTcIy, I 
couldn't, I have done very nicely." Al- 
most everybody who keeps hens lias 
adopted this plan with the vegetable gar- j 
(lens, nnd it eucccede very well as far as 
it goes; but it docs not go far, nnd the 
ailvertised remedies are usolofis. Tho on- 
ly thing tlio caterpillars seem to mind is 
boiling water, nnd that ends the plant 
too; the damage done in this district alone 
li.is already run into hundreds of dol- 
lans and It is on tho increase. The oth- 
er day a woman In this neighborhood 
\yent out in the dusk to feed a calf. In 
passing a patch of garden peas she heard 
a loud rustling and grinding proceeding 
from it, nnd called lier husband out to 
listen. lie explained tlint it was tho cat- 
orpillars at work, that it was in the clo- 
ver as well, nnd he would like to know 
what things wore coming to, anyway. 
ITo feeds the calf now and his wife goes 
about with her skirt safety-pinned to 
three-quarter length.

nit Them With n Stick to Floar If Tboy 
Are Sound.

Among the most incomprehensible pro- 
cecdinie« to be observed witliin the vast 
area of Woolwich Reserve Depot, aro the 
doings of a small party of olllcials, one 
of whom uppeate to do nothing all day 
long but sit at a table and tan ou the 
top of tin canisters with a couple of bits 
of stick, something after the manner of 
a child beating on tho npturned end of 
his drum. The tins are passed before 
him about as fast as be can tap Ihi'iii. 
and absolul(d.v nothing seems to coiiie of 
the game. To the uneuliglit eni>d oiiloiik- 
er it is (luite unintelligible. The tins coii; 
tain meaf, and before they are pas-sod in- 
to store it is, of course, important to ex- 
amine tlie condition of what is inclosed, 
and this, in fact, is the way it is done.

Admired. 



Apples , Look So Perfect That 
the Trench Think Them 
imitations. 



From TLu Miiil aud Empire. 

A letter, dated Paris, July 5, hae been 
received from Mr. W. A. Macklnnou, or 
Grimsby, Ont., who in lookiug sifttT tliL- 
food products of Canada at the gie:it I'X- 
])Osition. A'^ it coutaiiiri uews of a ehiir- 
acter especially interuritiiig to Canadians, 
a statement from it has been prepared 
tar the press. Professor llouertson sayn 
that before he left Purw in May, Mr. 
Mackinnon had won the IukIi esti.'em of 
tile commissioners and vitsilors by hid 
genial ability and energy, and his euthu- 
siastu towards everything worthy and 
danadmn. 

The main entrance to the Oauadiun 
section of the Britkh Odonial building in 
opposite the Algerian pa\nlion, on the 
rilope of the Troendero gardens. As the 
."\i.sUoi- <-i)mes along the rijse-l)i>rdered 
avejine from the Palace, he is atiracted 
by liie ^^!gllt, iw.ro enough at this seaiioii, 
even in I'arir;, of a eolul masn o( lieanti- 
flll, fresh, red-cheeked applet-. These are 
arranged hi'hind plate-glass at the side of 
the doer, and facmij up the avenue. The 
row^i of apples extend to within a few 
inches of the ground, so that the elTect 
in that of a bin full of tempting Kden-like 
fniir, in which the prevailing red color is 
relievi'd by a layer of (Jolden llnstsets. 
The majority of passers conic up close to 
examine what tliey think is an excellent 
imitation, and some even then reliise to 
believe tiiat the fruited are iiiitural iinii 
genuine, until tlu'y have tried their llav- 
(ir. .\fter that tliey inspect the cnld-sinr- 
age showcase and the thernioiiieler iii- 
^ide with increasing aiiia/.einen!, interest, 
and [iraise. They are then convinced that 
we liave means to bring the tinei^t of last 
.<easou'ri apples from tlie different prov- 
inces of Canada and to exliihit them in 
jierfect e(ni(lilion at this time of year. 
The excellence of the natural fruit and the 
working realit.v of the modern Canadian 
cold-storage plant are (juite a contrast to 
the numerous i^hanis chat are to be found 
nil over the grounds, even the exhibits of 
the most important oouutriefi. 

Once intiide the building, the visitor's 
attention is clitimed in several different 
directions. I'crhaps it rest<s longest on 
tho trophy devoted to bottled fruits aud 
grain, -which occupies tlie central poeition 
in the court. It has an octagonnl fihape 
and is 20 feet high. The base is titted 
up with conilortable settees, u convenient 
rundezvouH much appreciated. Eight 
glass pillars filled with grain, support a 
sort of verandah roof, beneath which are 
arranged some of the finest varieties of 
fruits and vegotables, prepared at the 
various Experimental farms, and repre- 
senting all partM of Canada. Among the 
bccit. fruits shown are the Bartlett; ja'ars, 
from the horticultural r^ocii'ly of r.iir- 
lingtiui, Ontnrio; the souvenir iiear.s, j)nt 
up by •!. \V. Vanattei-, of ( io(leri<-li ; anil 
tlie I'oeklington grai)es, tent by M. 
rell, of St. Catharines. Above this dis- 
play is; a pyramid of boltled grains of all 
kinds, in fancy jars, tastefully arranged, 
fiiirinininted by a ilag-draped mast, which, : 
in turn, i.s crowned by f(.'stiions and 
sheaves of grain in the stra\\-. The whiile I 
maguitieent tro|ihy, which gives sib'nt Ihil | 
imposing testimony to the agricultural ic- j 
sources of our countr.v, is the worl; cd' j 
Mr. liay, of the Ci'iitr.il Kxperiinenlal ' 
form. j 

At the riglit is a t^ix-siilcd stand three i 
storeys higll, on wliicdi is a display of | 
lioiiey, both li(iuiil and granulated, in j 
bottles of various Hi/.c-ts and shapes, ar- 
ranged aliout a centre of mirror gla.ss. j 
The ujijier half of the lower isterey is 
fitted with glass pauels. ijchiiid whic h 
eouil) honey is seen in siiuarcts, jufif as it 
i.s sold. The upper two Btorej-ts are uepar^- 
ated only by a sheet of plate glass", 
which supports tho apex of the pyramid, 
while resting on the tops of the bottles 
beneath. The effect is that of a solid 
eone of glaea and honey, four feet high, 
offering almost no obstruction to the 
passage of light, which is trnnsfornicd 
into the prettiest shades of ambor and 
pearl. This exhibit is one of the most at- 
tractive iind most admired. It is the 
climate of Canada in liquid and crystal 
— liowers, fragrance, and sunshine com- 
pressed into sweetness. 

Less beautiful perhaps, but not hv.s in- 
teresting, is the display of Hour and oat- 
meal, ilaked wheat, rolled oats, and otluT 
breakfa;ft foods; this is the main exhibit, 
both in size and i'-iportanco, of the we.-^t- 
ern half of the siection. t^olunniK of glass 
tilled with flour, flanked by tsmaller ones 
hlled with wheat, siipi>ort two storeys, ou 
which are shown largi! and small barrels, 
bagiS and boxes — the original pa<d<ages in 
which tliese products are exported from 
(Jaiiada. 'niere are fancy globes and jars, 
by way of decoration. Here again many 
Iiarts of the country are represented, Init 
it is especi;illy the West that is promin- 
ent. The Lake of the Woods .Milling Co.. 
the Hudson's Bay Co., and .Jacob Stiiii- 
miller. of Walkerton, Ontario, are the 
largest exhibitors of flour, while the 
Hrackman-Ker Milling Co.. of Victoria, 
B.C., and Martin Brofi., of Mount Forest, 
Ontario, fiirnish the bulk of breakfast 
foods. 

.Near this trophy are placed two wall 
cases, containing canned fruits ami tin- 
ned meats respectiv(dy. also a circular 
(<tand of Cornell beef, and a dianiond 
shaped pyramid of M.'icl.iiren's Imperial 
cheese. The latter is a decided novelty 
in France, and the neatly labelled white 
jar« attract much attention and enquiry. 

Between the central trophy and th(> 
"India" entrance ie an interesting 
group of beverages, among which are 
fouud ales, wines, champagnes, whiskey, 
and gin, with a fine show of mineral 
watern. In this display, Lnbatt's trophy 
U the prominent figure, and around it the 
other stands are arranged, eo that while 
each class is distinct, the effect of unlt^ 
is well attained. Beyond this group, and 
near -the main stairway is the immense 
cuKc containing Curd's ginger ale, soda 
water, vIchy, and other beverages. The 
bottles are arranged in the form of a 
eone, enclosed by four large sheets of 
l)la;e glas«, and "surmounted by a fancy 
•carved moulding of Canadian cherry. 

Next the beverages is found another 
■exhibit, including all kinds of canned 
frnifp, jams, jollies, vegetables, and 
meats. This di-splay occupies n case six 
feet square, nine feet ^ligh, with glass 
sides, and a passageway all round it, so 
tliat, as in the case of nil other oxhibitp, 
the ^public can inspect the goods couvon- 

Oii thp inner circle, facing the agrfciil- 
tural trophy, is- the exhibit of maple sy- 
rup, iu Columbia show- bottles, set., on, "a 



didmond-fihapcd pTramid.'of : four Etnges, 
with 'inlTrror background' and red velvet 
trimmings, crowned by a tall fancy dou- 
ble-stoppered jar. The mnple sugar is 
shown on a table, where are displayed 
large cakes and small, plain and fancy, 
together with the granulated product, 
tins of syrup, and samples of maple vine- 
gar. This exhibit comes mainly from the 
Eastern townships, and is an exceedingly 
creditable one, which attracts much at- 
tention from foreigners, am) is a welcome 
reminder of home to many Canadians 
now living iu Paris. 

Besides these central exhibits, the wall 
spaces are lined with liandsoniely decor- 
need ■•vitrincs,'" nine feet high, iu which 
are displayed canned flsh — salmon, lobs- 
ter, carabus — dried cod, bake and mac- 
kerel, fish oil, and table salt. One par- 
ticularly attractive case is that contain- 
ing confectionary and chewing-gum. 
Three sloping shelves are adorned with 
exhibits of plain and fancy candy, not 
taffy, ••Velveteen" chocolates and bon- 
bon's, while above them is a complete as- 
sortment of pepsin and fruit gums, iu 
their pretty show-boxes. This exhibit 
again is a novelty to the majority of visi- 
tors, for many of the candies are un- 
known here, and chewing-gum is a new- 
world luxury. 

There remains In this eection only one 
other exhibit of note. Much has been 
written about it, perhaps without a full 
knowledge of the t&cta. It is the large 
show-case in which our chief perishable 
food products are exhibited, perfectly 
jireserved, nt a temperature of from 3T 
degi^ees to 40 degrees, while the surround- 
ing atmosphere is at SO degrees Falir. 
This case is fifteen feet long, nine feet 
wide, and nine feet higli. It has glass on 
the four sides and a central eonipartiiieiit 
is used through which to place goods in 
tho outer space. Behind the three thick- 
nesses of glass which form the sides of 
the case there is a space three feet wide, 
siirnumding the central chainber. In this 
.space are shown varieties of apples, in 
original pael;ages, boxes, and l)arrels, 
just as they were shipped from (Canada. 
Three sloping slielvi's, sas|ieniled by 
chains from tlie ceiling, an- covered with 
tine sanipli-s of Northern Spies, Uussels, 
and Hrilish ("ohinibia I'i|ipias respective- 
ly, as taken from the exhibits of the dif- 
ferent provinces. These shelves run the 
full width of the show-i;ase. nt the end 
nearest the central jiassage as it leads to 
the Iniililing containing tlie mineral ex- 
hihit^. .-JO that visitors are greeted at this 
eiilraiiee. as at tlu' main one, by a lieau- 
tiful display id' ayiples, strikingly jiresent- 
ed. At the opposite end of the case are 
rows of cliee.se. white and c>olored, piled 
one above the other, the lowest being 
shown in the shipping-boxes. .V similar 
lilaii is followed in the exhibit of butter, 
the lowest boxes of which are unopened, 
while the upper ones have the cove.rs re- 
moved with a s<iuare of fine fresh butter 
ex|iosed to view. Beside the butter are 
four castv of selected eggs, with a Iray 
arr.aiiged to show the white and brown 
eggs in cordnist. Outside tlie cold stor- 
age <'ase if) a surrounding handrail of 
brass, through wbi'-h brine at about 111 
degrees below freezini; p lint circulate.-;. 
Its •'freezing feel" startles tlic).<e who 
touch it Into a closer examination.

Telautographs are telegraphic instru- 
mi'nts which reproduce facsimile of the 
mi'ssage as it is written or drawn by tho 
sender. If we can send such messages 
over telephoae lines, we have the advan- 
tage of secrecy aud security from mis- 
understanding, and we retain a valuable 
authentic record; while the telephone, 
with which the instriinient may or may 
not be combined, remains available for 
ordinary coiivei'sations. These advant- 
ages arc claiiiii'd by the British Telaulo- 
gr.-ilili (.'onipaiiy, of 07 tireslian streea. 
lO.C, for a new instriinient which they 
Mere exhibiting on Momhiy hist. It is 
the invention of .Mr. Foster Uiteliie. The 
lirst lelaiil ograpli, or copviiig telegraph, 
of Fred. Collier Blakewelf. of 1,S4T, was 
eleclro-clieniical, and so were several of 
its succi'ssors; Hipp, Lenvir, and others 
made the copying telegraph essentially 
electromagnetic, and in this new instru- 
ment we have the clectro-dynamii- jirin- 
ciple. Lik»' Ellsha Gray, who foUoMed 
others in this respect, Mr. Hitch ie fixes 
his transmitting style to a system ot 
levers. But Gray sent step-by-stpp cur- 
rent impulses, which the receiver took up, 
provided the impulses were not 'too rapid.

The greatest watch in the world is be- 
ing built. It will ha»'e spacious galleries 
in it, in Which people can walk around. 

and yet it will be a perfect ij-atidi in 
everv respect. It will be a great fealuri- 
of the St. Louis Fair of lOn;!. 

This great watch w-ill lie oo its back, 
will have a jiolislied metal case just like 
the ordinary wateli, and will be so large 
and roomy inside that people will bp able 
to walk among the moving wheels. 

It will be nearly I't feet in diameter, 
and more than -K) feet bigli ivitli neat 
little stairways running all about in it. 
and all the wheels jiroperly protected so 
that no one can be hurt nor have bis 
clothes soiled. 

The balance wheel will weigh ii ton, 
and what is called the "hairspring" in 
a watch will be as thick as a uian's 
I wrist. Ii will take about t ivo minutes 
for tile halaix-e wheel lo swing around 
and liiK'k again. It will be pivoted on 
two enormous agate blocks — subsfitutcv; 
for diamonds — and will be made of brass.

which lies o|T in the blue and sparkliii;.' 
waters of the bay, wilh Little Bell Isle 
ami Kelly's Island in close iiroximily. It 
is ahoui eiglit inilcis lor.u' by two miles 
wide, anil its surface is .an unilulati 
lablelan.l. elevated a couple of buiidr 
fi'ct above sea level, from which it ri> 
fill- the must part in sheer preci|dtniis 
clilTs. excc]il ill one or two jdaces where 
there is a shelving beach and a gradual 
ascent. On om' of these beaclii's a few 
years a-.'o — so the story goe.s— .a lislierman 
"ed the lower bed. Here there iire mineri 
—the Centre. lOast. and Wenl mines, coii- 
iiei-ted together and with the loadinft 
wliurf by a double track tramway oper 
ated by endless steel cables. The ore, 
which "is mined by «toam drillinj; from 
the siirfaee to the depth of tljc bed, a 
<«ories of ten to twelve one-and-a-hnlf 
inch holes, ehargiuj; them with dynamite 
and tiriuff "them HimuUar.eously, is con- 
ve.veii in sleel mine-cars of from one and 
a quarter to two toii.s' capacity, over the 
tramway to the loading wliarf. This in- 
genious t-tructure is ninety feet in height, 
ami sixty-live feet long by forty-live feet 
wide. Besidc> it. on the "solid land, are 
two imnK use bins, havinp a coinbined 
capacity of twenty thousand toiw. Into 
these llie ore from the mine-cars is dis- 
charged automatically, the em)>ty <'ars 
ri'luriiing on the endless cable lo be re- 
lilied; and from the bins a hnri;;ontal line 
■of steel coiivi'yor buckets taki-s the ore 
along a track to tlie head of the pier 
This ciMivcyor line is live hundred am 
lirieiii fecr long, and the buckets, with a 
c.ipacity each of ten cubic feet, are set 
thirty-seven inches apart, and travel 



a great mining country. More than 
twenty years ago she ranked ' sixth 
among the copper producing countries of 
the world, and since then the miueci a 
TilL Cove, Liittlo Bay, and other minin 
eenlres on the shores of the great Bay of 
Notre Dame, on her northeast coast, uave 
proLUiced large (]UaiitiUes of that valu- 
able mineral, ludeedj almost the whole 
suri'aci! of I he coast line of Xotre Dame 
Bay ami its contained i.shuuls, is highly 
luiaerali/.iH.!, and it is altogether probable 
tlia: there, and elsewhere in the colony, 
gre.Lt deiKxsits, as yet unsuspected, await 
Che protjpector's hainnier and drill. From 
the year 1SG4 to the end of ISiKS, the to- 
tal value of copper, iiyrites, nickel, lead, 
etc., e.xiiortcd Was if IU,T7T,US(i, the great- 
er part b.\ far being copper ore, and the 
next in value being iron pyrites, employed 
111 the inauufactiirc of .sulphur. The ser- 
lientiue rocks of XewfouiuUaml belong to 
the Bau/.oa division of the Bower Silur- 
ian serf.es of the t)uebcc group, according 
to tlie iate Sir \\'illiam Logan, "the 
uie'alliferous zone ot the Lower Silurian 
ill X.irth -Vmerica." "It is rich," he says, 
"ill LOi)iier ori-s, chictly as interslralilicd 
ciniriferous ^.latCii, unci is accompanied 
Liy silver, gold, mokel, and chromium 
orcvs." These serpentines extend in Xew- 
founilhuul over au urea of over D,OOU 
siiu.ue miles. 

i.cad oiM was first discovered several 
yearo ago at La Jtlaache, near tue north- 
east! ru extremity ot I'laceutm Bay, and 
uuncd succesBtuily for some time. The 
(luality of the ore is very tine, producing 
cigliiy-lwo per cent, of metallic lead, ami 
a percentage of silver. .Vt I'ort au I'ort, 
on tlie west coast, ii rich deposit (d' lead 
lire has also been discuvered a.inl partial- 
ly worked. .Nsbestos hae been found in 
cnnsMleralile quantity III the same neigli- 
liiirhuiid, as well as "ill other localities on 
till- west coast; and there is every iiroba- 
liililv that this mineral, now so valuable 
iiiur w idely ut-ed, will be mined largely 
ami prolitably. 

t'ual ban been found in several iilaces, ;

C.ild lias been found ill several plaei\-, 
liut. nut a,^ yet in large iiuanf it ies, ami 
iiiiiiigaiiese, iuitimmiite, and molybdeiiiti 
are also found; while griiintes, syenites 
samlstohes, iiniesteiii-s, marbles, and otu 
er materials of econumic value in art and 
iiidiiNtry abouiiil. Tlie granite is of spli-n- 
iliil iiiialily, while vieiitinils of roofing 
.slate, of quality so excelleut that it com- 
pares fa"Vorably with the famous rooting 
slate of Wales, have been prolitably 
^vorked for several years. Immense ile- 
liosits ot gypsum occur in St. (leorge's 
Hay and Codroy, on flu- west coasi. In 
fact, according to the geological survey's 
report, •'gypsum is disiributed more pro- 
fusely ami ill greater volume in the car- 
bonilerous districts llniu in any part ol 
the .Vmericiin continent o£ the, same v\- 
tent." 

But it is not only as a ciiuiitry suriiass- 
iiigly rich ill mineral depusus that Xew- 
fiiui'idlaiid has come to be known cf laic' 
years. lis tiliibir lands have attracted 
coiisiileralilu attention and capital. In 
the v.illeys watered by the llin'c largest 
nvers, the b;xiiliiils llowiii;.' into Xotre 
Dame Bav. the Iluinber llowiiig into llie 
Bay of Islands, and the (lander tlowiiig 
into Boiiiivi.'-ta Bay, there are largi.' areas 
of timber— pine, spruce, and lir— with 
birch and tamarack laaairring in abund- 
ance in some localities. In the re^'ion of 
tile (ianiler river alone, the available pine 
limits have betai estimaled at eiglit-lfiiii- 
ilred and fifty square miles. The saw- 
milling industry has ilevrloped of late 
.\cars, and particularly t-iiice the building 
l| of tin; railway, by leaiis and bounds; and 
lics.iirs ;i continuous increase in the maii- 
iilacture of lumber, the great demand for 
w 1 pulp, for the aiamif.acture of jiaper 



United Kingdom could he relieved of 
their suriilus agriculturists, and these in- 
duced to settle in Newfoundland, it would 
lead to better days for the immigrants 
themselves, and a new era in the modern 
development of their adopted country. 

Tile climatic ooaditioiiis of Newfound- 
land are much the same as those ot tlie 
Maritime Troviuces of the Uomiuion. Dr. 
John Bell, of Montreal, says: "'The cli- 
mate of the island is favorable to the de- 
velopment of its agricultural resources ot 
every kind. Instead of the cold, foggy 
atmosphere 'whitih 5a generally supimsed 
to hang over the island, quite tho reverse 
is the case. The air ■is clear and warm, 
and tho temiK'rature during the year ro- 
inarkably equable, the mercury in winter 
Kcldom falling below zero of Fahrenheit's 
scale, or in BUmmer rising above eighty 
degrees. I' never sitw finer weatlier than 
during the two months 1 was on tho is- 
land. It id only on tho southwest corner 
that fogs prevail to any extent, from tlie 
promixity of that part to the Gulf 
Stream. 

One of the greatest factors in the most 
modern development ot the most ancient 
colony is undoubtedly its railway. It is 
at once au evidence of the island's pro- 
gress, and an immoiuse lever in promoting 
it. From the capital, St. .lohn's, on the 
extreme eastern coast, it stretches no less 
than live hundred and sixty miles to I'ort 
aux Basiiues, fur up on the northwovst. 
Uunuiiig along the head of Conception 
Bay, threading the narrow isthmius be- 
tween I'l.iceutia and Trinity hays, with 
the first of wliicli it is connected by a 
liraiicli line, and the latter of wiiich 
it touclii\.i in one or two points, 
it liiiicliiis Bonavisla Bay 
Xorris' .\riii. Then, ruiiniag tip the val- 
ley lit the Lxploits, it pierci's the island 
froiu cast to west by way of the White 
llill plains, and the iiorllicast end of 
(iraiid 1/ake. along the southern shore of 
Deer Lake, and through the valley of the 
Huiuber to Bay of Islands. Skirling the 
leu for some miles, it next turns inland 
through Harry's Brook Valley to lla.\ St. 
(ieorge. and tlinice back to the .Mgiiille 
range of hills ilown llie Codroy valley to 
its western teriiiinus, where the swift 
steamia- "llriue" connccis it by the nar- 
row ferry over Cabot Strait with llie In- 
tercolonial at Sydney, and thus with all 
the vasi railway ruinificutious of the 
Xorth American contiaeut. It will be 
seen that aJl, or nearly all, of the princi- 
pal industrial centres of tlie island have 
more or less direct connection by wagon 
roads or by coastal steatiiCrs plying in the 
great ba.vs, witii this trunk lino ot rail- 
way, which oiiens up as well a vast area 
of mining, ngricullnral and timber bear- 
ing land. The road is well built. It is 
of tiiirrow gauge, with heavy sleel rails, 
and the bridges are of steel with massive 
granite [liers and abiitiiieiits. It is well 
ciiuiplieil with rolliii;; slock, and one may 
ride luxuriously in a dainty I'llllinaii, and 
fare simipt uousl.v on <'lloice and well- 
c'ooked viand.s while travelling miles upon 
niile.s of country, whidi a decade ago had 
never felt tho tread of a white mini's 

foot. 



cistern port in Newfoundland, tlie At- 
lantic ferry would mean hut three days 
at .sea. W,ith n short link to connect this 
port— probably in Notre Duino Ba.v — with 
the present railway system, tho journey 
across tlie island cotild be made in a few 
houivi. Then by rapid ferry acro.s,s Cabot 
Strait to the Intercolonial at Sydney, the 
passengers and mails would reach the 
railway connections of tho continent, and 
a tunnel tinder tli,^ Strait of Canso would 
save miy further transhipment or change 
of cars. Special Atlantic eteamers, built 
for speed, to carry passengers and mails 
only, sjiecial limited express trains on tho 
Intercolonial and the • great connecting 
liuL'ri, -.vovJd bring Loudon and New Yor':, 
Liverpool and ]Moutreal, Manchester and 
Chicago, into very close touch. Such a 
dijviiJopment for Newfoundland has been 
tho dreaiu of the writer for many years, 
lie hopes he may live to see it become a 
fact.

A thousand tons of ore an hour can thus 
be put on board, at a total cost for min- 
ing and shipping of about tweuty-hvo 
ci'iits a ton. .\s the ore averages over 
.00 l>er cent, of jiure iron, and is 
was getting ballast for his boat, and no- 
ticing that some red-colored rocks won: 
heavier than others, he ballasted with 
them. At St. .Tohn's these red ballast 
rocks were thrown out on one of the 
wharves, and happened to attract tlie at- 
tention of some one who knew fioinetbiiiu- 
of tninerals. They -were red hematiti — 
iron ore — which on analysis proved very 
rich and valuable. Very soon, rights of 
search and mining were taken out, and 
the fortunate finders wore not long in dis- 
posing of their property for what was to 
them a considerable sum of money. The 
first capitalists to take hold of the mine 
were the Nova Scotia Sleel Company, 
and they after working it with profit for 
some years, sold out the greater part of 
it a year ago to the Dominion Iron and 
Sleel I'oinpany. whose immense works at 
Sydney. Cape Breton, now in course of 
<'onstriicliiin. are being built fur the piir- 
pixi> of siiieliin'M and manufaeluring iron 
ami steel froip. bell Isle ore, and promise 
to make Sydney the Pittsburg of Camilla. 
The price paid for the mine was .Sl.dOO,- 
€00. 

The deposits of iron ore are enormous. 
Twenty-eight millions of tons are within 
reai-li in the Dominion Iron and Steel 
Camiiiany's mines, and (l.l^)O.(KX) of tons 
ill that portion still retained by tli(> Xova 
Hco'.ia Steel Company, without counting 
that obtainable by deep iiiiiiiiig and ex- 
cavating under the sea. The ore can. be 
mined at the smallest iin,-;sible cost. It is 
-so near the surface that the work Ift 
<piaiTyiiig rather than mining, and all 
the miners have to do is to dig off the 
overlying soil, which varii'w in depth from 
.si.x inches, or even less, to three feet, and 
there arc the Insls of ore, in om> outcrop 
three and a half mile.s long, and in the 
other a mile and a lialf — "densely cement- 
ed, line graim^d red hematite, having 
cilaty cleavag(>, and breaking up readily 
into small rlioinboidal blocks." So far, 
mining has been confined to what is eall- 
ily juiiletl and shipped, tlie'immonse value 
of the property, as.well bs the prodi<;intiA 
flevclrnr rnt ahead of It -wben tho Do- 
luiniuu Stepl Company's nmnunoth works 
• are completed, may be. easily imagined. 

But it is not Iron production alone that 
Newfoundland has como to be known as 



lileiiilid plants for ihul most important 
imhislry. 

Agriculture is as yet comparatively in 
its infancy in Newfoundhind— rtrvt, be- 
c.iust! its inhabitants have been in the 
liast almost exclusively fishermen, and 
lisliiiig and farming cannot be profitably 
combined; and, seeoudly, because the best 
locatioii.s for the prosecution of fishing 
were for the mixit part the worst for 
fanning [lurposes. But good lauil, first- 
class land for agricultural puriioscs, 
abounds in the river v.'illeys and at the 
head of the great bays. It is perhaiw 
s:ife to slate that between three and four 
inillioiis of acres of land await in the 
.iiicieiit colony llie industry ot the agri- 
ciiltiuisl for arable and grazing purposes, 
ami that tlioiisaiids of settlers would liiid 
l>leasaiil anil prolitahle locations for 
farming and raiicbiiii; in the valleys of 
ihc Bxphiits. the Illliiilier. the (lander, 
and the (,'odroy, in the reiichis of fertile 
.•iiiil well limbered land at Ihc heads of 
Bonavisla ami .Notre Dame bays, and 
ill oilier seelieiis of the gn at i.-l.iiid so 
long suppofieil to be a liarreii rock, lit on- 
ly for a mooring place for lislieriiieii. Of 
one iif the liicalities iiieiil ioiied, that iif 
the Codroy valley, a traveller Iri-ni Cajie 
Breioii writes In the following r-nthnsias- 
lic li'inis; '•The land is hardly surpassed 
b.v aii.v ill the lower provinces of Canadii 
for its fertility. U'e travelled about 
t u I'lily-four iiiibw along this beautiful 
and romaiilie river. There is a range of 
good tiplaud, exleiidiie,' some niiii^ miles 
above the setiJeiucnt. This is studded 
with birch, spruce, and lir. Then coni- 
niema's wiial is ciilleil the 'Big Interval.' 
This great tract of rich land 1 travelled 
for about lifleen miles (dtlier side of the 
river, some places extending over a mile 
in width. The extent uml appearance of 
Ihiri splendid 'interval' struck me so forc- 
ibly that I stopped to examine carefull.v 
the nature of the soil, I could see along 
the banks that the soil was exceedingly 
good, and four feet in deplh. while the 
grass, balsam, and balm of (Jilead trees, 
and tall alders, gave proof of its surpass- 
ing fertility. Of the cultivated land 
in this lovely valley of the Cod- 
roy some twenty-five or thirty 
tbousanS acres have been taken up, and 
arc already bdt)g farmed, but ha .much 
more nwAits settlement. The' Newfound- 
land railway passes right tbrougb it, and 
market for produee of all kinds Is within 
easy reach. Indeed, there are tens of 
thoiisand« of acres of hind in the ancient

The life he will meet is fliil of ill- 
ten st and novelty. The country is pic- 
tiivesi|ue ill Ihe extreme, and the scenery 
vanes ai; the way from the romantic 
grandeur of coasl ami mountain land- 
scape to ilu' sylvan loveliiu'ss ot lake siile 
and river valley. Tlii' lakes anil brooks 
.alioiiiid with trout, and many of the riv- 
ers with the lively sea trout and the lord- 
l.v v.'ilnioii. So plentiful are the latter, 
that one Fnglish sportsman is said last 
year to have killed no less than three 
liundreil in a single week. Snipe, curlew, 
and ptarmigan are lo he found iu plenty, 
while Ihe noble caribou in large herds 
roam tlirough the glades and over the 
barrens of the interior. Indeed, the New- 
fmiiidhiud railway runs through hundreds 
of miles of country, which is, as has been 
said, a veritable paradiee for tlie sports- 
man with rod and rillc. and for tho art- 
ist with brush or camera. It has been 
the good fortune of the writer to travel 
it more than once from end to end. He 
has liiiil ample opportunity to note some 
"f its many points of interest, and to eii- 
jiiy much of the varied sceiii'ry through 
whiidi it passci;. He lias seen the wide 
lOxploiis rush roaring over Bislioii's falls, 
he has fell the weird loijellness of the 
Three Topsaiis, where, sixteen huinlred 
feet ahuve tile sea, amid far strelchiii 
barri'iis. th,, railway crcssi-s lln' ceiilr 
of the island. He has (iime down th 
Hiinilier valley in front of au engine, anil 
Ihriiled at the glorious iiiifoblia- of bill 
and river lalulscape. He bas whirled 
ariiiind the hei-lits uf Bay Islands, and 
gazed, awe-stricken, far down on tin 
surface <if the bay below. He has ascend 
ed the lowi'r reaches of the lovely and 
riiinantic Huniber in a lioai, ami pbotiH 
u-rapheil bits of its exquisite liiamerv, He 
has looked olV to sea from tlie liliiffs of 
Bay St. Ceorge. and climbed wilh his 
camera up the steep banks of Sleadv 
Broidi, till he stood in delielit at the foo"l 
of its sidemiiil falls. .Viul so he S|)eaks 
not from hearsiiy, but from personal 
kniiwleilgc of the beauties of .Newfound- 
hind scenery as the railway reveals it. 
or firings it within reach o( the loisurelv 
and observant traveller.

I'crversity of fate, which had doiiieii 
Hotha the power to act and direct when 
his energy and talents might have, I he- 
iievo, accomplished wonders, now crown- 
ed him wirh autliority nnd responsibility 
at an hour when it was impossible to 
stem the tide of iidversity. Even his 
supposed authority as commandant-gener- 
al was, at least for a time, only uouiiiial. 
The real direction Of military alTnirs -was 
retained by Tresident Kruger, or by him 
delegated to au iucompetont nnd vacilat- 
ing war ilepartment in Pretoria. 

In addition to this handicap, Botha 
h:id to encounter the enmity and jealousy 
of the older generals over w hose beads 
he had risen. Some of these giuierals 
took 110 pains to conceal their animosity 
pciily einleavored to thwart the 
]ii,-ins of the young commandant-geiierai. 
They frequently succeeded in their eii- 
di-avors. 

Yor under the wc>ight of a stupendous 
task liouis Botha never faltered or n>- 
pined. To the lUid. the bitter end. he 
miiintnined a bold aud eontideiit demean- 
or. Seldom did he betrav irritation at 
the hindering jealousy of his lieutenants 
or the cross wavering of I'retoria. Oiiei? 
— only once — liid 1 hear him eomplain, 
ilisgiisfedly, tluit he could not even shift 
a coniniando of 100 men from one posi- 
tion to another without stibniitting the 
projiosition to the war ollU-e. On the oc- 
casion to which I refer the authorization 
<Iid not arrive until lapse of time had nul- 
lilied the proposed moveiiieiit. 

With an army, a great iiroportion of 
whicli w-as totally disorganizeil and did 
not want to light, u-ith even such lighting 
spirit as did remain, continually sapped 
tiy the disafl'ectiou and contrariness of 
jealous generals, with insubordination 
running riot, with his hands tied by the 
I'retori.i war ollice, how General Botha 
ever maiiagc'ii to preserve his ei|U;iiiiinity 
and pri s '111 a i ln ery face to his ili.scourag- 
ed men 1 cannot tidl. He <iid manage, 
somehow. 

In those darkening days the man's 
couruRo rose to the level of his physical 
bravery and remained there, unwavering, 
througtiout the downftili.

South Africans Slash and Stab Them- 
selves as a Spectacle for the Ben-

This week the Malays have .slinw-n 
their loyalty in their own peculiar way 
by getting up a strange sort of entertain- 
TTient in aid of the fund for the sick and 
wounded. "-The Khalifa," as the por- 
formance is called, consists of exorcises 
and feats w-ith s'(\-ords and other sharp 
instninients, to the accompaniment of 
tanibourino playing nnd various incanta- 
tions. The individuals who perform the 
tricks make a vigorous pretense of inflict- 
ing upon tlicinselves all sorts ot injuries. 
Apparentl.v, they run tlio most imminent 
risk, hut for some reason or other the 
weapons, "ffeetive as they undoubtedly 
are. seem powerless to penetrate their 
bodies and limbs. It appears that acci- 
dents do occur sometimes, for during a 
representation of a similar character in 
Capetown recently n man severed an art- 
ery and, bled to death. An old member 
of'the Cape police, with whom I was con- 1 
verning on tlje. subject, told me that he 
once witnessed a privnte exhibition of 
the kind somewhere out here at which, i 
through a similar piece of misfortune, 
one of the actors discmhowled himself.
